Bay City People Tell of 


Experiences in 


Earthquake 


With the arrival in San Francisco 
harbor yesterday of the President 
Pierce. with more than fifty earth- 
quake refugees from Japan, first 
hand stories of the disastrous earth- 
quake which cost over 200,000 lives 
were received. 

Mrs. Harry Manley, who is now 
visiting relatives in Antioch, was in 
Yokohama at the time of the earth- 
quake. 

“It was indescribable,.”’ said Mrs. 
Manley. “There was a perfect bed- 
Yam of crashes and of screams. I 
picked up my child, rushed out and 
sought refuge in a nearby park with 
hundreds of Japanese. I stayed therg 
all day and night. The pall of smoke 
from the ruined area made the su 
look like a huge red bal}. ‘ 

“All this. time did not know 
whether my husband had ‘been killed 
oy not, as he was in the office when 
the quake occurréd. Vodies were fly- 
ing all about. My brother, in. law 
saved himself from the fire by jump- 
ing into the canal, which was choked 
with dead bodies.
